AMERICA 

By the arrival of the Nova Scotian we have news from 
to the 21st ult. 
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troops were safely landed inthe course of an hour. The veasels 
had been engaged in shelling the woods previous to the landi 
troops then moved in the direction of Fort Fisher, continuing 
the adjoining line of coast; and at four o'clock in the afte 
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ber of 6000, advanced two miles up the promontory, thus reducing their 
Cistance from the fort to a mile and a half. Here they remained 
until the 15th, on the evening of which day the fort was taken by 
assault. Whilst one portion of the fleet was engaged, on the morning 
of the 13th, in covering the landing of the troops, the ironclads and 
monitors opened a bombardment on Fort Fisher. This bombardment 
is described as having been incessant during the greater part of that 
day, and the guns of the fort were either silenced or the commander 
of the garrison was convinced of the inutility of firing upon 
the Federal ironclads, In the course of the same day Admiral Porter 
cirected the wooden frigates, which had in the morning been engaged 
in shelling that part of the coast where the troops landed to take part 
in the bombardment, which they did, without, however, provoking a 
return fire from Fort Fisher. During the night shells were occa- 
sionally discharged against the fort, and on the afternoon of the fol- 
lowing day the bombardment was renewed in all its previous intensity. 
On the morning of the 15th it was continued, and at four o’clock on 
the same afternoon the troops made the assault, Whilst three brigades 
advanced to the attack, a division of the Federal army, remaining on the 
ground it had occupied for the preceding two days, held the promontory 
against the Confederate forces, which, under Hoke, advanced from the 
direction of Wilmington, and which would otherwise have taken the 
assaulting column in the rear. The defence of the fort was obstinate, 
but fruitless. A battalion of sailors and marines, which had been 
landed during the day in order to co-operate with the land forces, 
was repulsed ; but ultimately the garrison, being outnumbered, was 
obliged to evacuate the fort. Hemmed in on one side by the river 
and on the other by the sea, the Confederater (to the number of 
1200) could not retire beyond the extremity of the promontory, and, 
as a matter of course, were there compelled to surrender. The Federal 
loss was considerable, but it is more than counterbalanced by 
what is unquestionably a substantial success. On the first day 
the monitors alone were at first engaged, and from eight in the 
morning till four in the afternoon poured in 2000 ponderous 
shellsat the rate of four a minute; then both divisions of 
the fleet, iron and wood, were engaged with 312 guns, and in 
one hour and a half fired 21,600 shots. Fort Smith, on the oppo- 
tite side of New Inlet, was subsequently abandoned and blown 
up by the Confederates. Wilmington was reported to be held by 
5000 Confederates, under General Hoke ; and it was not known that 
further operations would be immediately undertaken by the Federals. 
The Richmond Examiner thinks that the capture of Wilmington is 
nota ey but a probable, consequence of the fall of Fort Fisher, 
and urges the burning of all cotton in Wilmington. 

In consequence of this success, General Grant has ordered a salute 
of a bundred shotted guns to be fired against Petersburg and Richmond 
by each of the armies co-operating against those cities. 

General Sherman had sent part of his army to reinforce General 
Foster, who had occupied Pocotaligo, on the Savannah and Charleston 
Railway, the Confederates having abandoned their works there, It 
was reported that General Sherman was menacing Branchville. It 
was stated that a considerable body of Federals was intrenched at 
Franklin Mills, on the Dog River, and that serious operations were 
about to be undertaken against Mobile. 

Mr. Blair bas returned from Richmond, and a general im- 
pression prevails that negotiations in some form are afoot on the 
question of peace. In the Confederate Congress, however, a strong 
determination to prosecute the war is expressed. The Charleston 
Mircury of the 12th ult, says :—“ The crisis of the Confederacy has 
arrived in fatal earnest. The result of the next six months will bring 
the Confederacy to the ground or will reinstate its power. Without 
reform we are doomed, There must be no more Jeff Davis foolery, 
but brains and nerve ; reform, shooting, cashiering, order, subordina- 
tion ; soldiers—not runaways, ragamuffins, ruffians.” Mr. Foote, the 
Confederate orator who denounced the policy of Jefferson Davis 
within the walls of the Southern Congress, has been captured in an 
attempt to reach the Federal lines. eneral Lee, it was alleged, was 
urging the Confederate Government to order a conscription of negroes, 
and to emancipate the conscripts and their families, 

The monitor Patapeco has been destroyed off Charleston, while on 
picket duty, by several torpedoes. Fifty of the crew were drowned. 

The resolution of Con: to terminate the Reciprocity Treaty has 
been approved by President Lincoln ; and the Senate has ratified the 
notice to be given to England for the termination of the Lake Naval 
Force Treaty. Senator Sumner has introduced into the Senate a 
resolution proposing that notice should be given for the termination 
of the Extradition Treaty with England, 

The Virginia Legislature had almost unanimously rejected a reso- 
lution “to make peace through State action.” 

Slavery has been abolished in Missouri and Tennessee by State 
conventions, 

The Hon. Edward Everett, formerly Ambassador for the United 
States at our Court, died recently, of apoplexy, in Boston. Mr. 
Lincoln ordered the custom marks of respect to be paid to his 
memory. The Government buildings in Washington were to be 
draped with mourning for thirty days. 

Captain Bell and three other Confederates, charged with the attempt 
to burn the New York hotels in November last, have been arrested 
near the Canadian frontier and consigned to Fort Lafayette. General 
Warren has been ordered to convene a court-martial for their trial. 

A considerable fluctuation in gold had taken place, prices ranging 
between 199 and 206, the latter being the latest quotation. 

A curling-match between Canada and the United States was played 
at Buffalo on the 5th ult. At the close of the day the score was found 
to be Americans, 478 ; Canadians, 658: showing a majority of 180 
for Caneda, The curlers afterwards dined together in the American 
Hall. By special order of Mr. Seward, passports were not required 
from the Canadians at the frontier on this occasion. 


BRITISH NORTH AMERICA. 

The Canadian Parliament met at Quebec on the 19th ult. The 
Governor's message announced that a bill to give the Executive fur- 
ther powers to deal with political refugees who commit outrages on 
the borders, and a plan for the constitation of the Confederation, 
would be laid before the Parliament. 

One of the Canadian raiders has been declared guilty of robbery, 
and been adjudged to be delivered over to the Federal authorities. A 
writ of habeas corpus had been demanded on his behalf. 


MEXIOO. 

An important note has been addressed by the Emperor Maximilian 
of Mexico to his Minister directing him to prepare measures for the 
revision of the operation of mortmains and the nationalisation of 
ecclesiastical property, and for other purposes of equal moment in 
connection with the relations between Church and State. It seems 
that the Em opened negotiations with the Pope on these subjects 
several months ago, but, when Maximilian lately applied to the Papal 
Nuncio, the latter declared that he could not co-operate without in- 
structions from Rome. The Emperor therefore announces that he 
has no alternative but to } Sy without the sanction of the Papal 
authority. It is stated the Nuncio and the Archbishop are 
about to leave the country in consequence of this energetic resolution 
cn the part of the Emperor.

Charles Lamb 
used to ascribe the failure of a daily paper with which he was con- 
ne ted to an unlucky paragraph couched in this wise :—‘* We were 
walking one day this week up Holborn-hill, when whom should we 
meet but Mr. uty Perkins. Said we to him——,” But enough.

And so the poor old Surrey Theatre lies a heap of charred ruins- 
Elliston, Davidge, Jerrold, Buckstone—what a phalanx of familiar 
names the mention of the Surrey recalls! Its end was very sad. The 
lessees, Messrs. Shepherd and Anderson, were just getting in their 
harvest, after the very heavy outlay on a splendid and successful 
pantomime. The last “ transformation scene” has been mournful 
indeed. There was a pantomimic policeman at the Surrey this 
Christmas—a most gorgeous municipal, with his uniform aw A bedight 
with spangles. Very strange must he have looked on Monday night 
by the side of the real police at the fire, toiling at the engines, or 
helping to rescue the poor little pets of the ballet from the flames. 

An eminent architect has shown me a ground-plan of the departed 
theatre. It was a mere box, full, so to speak, of shavings and lucifer- 
matches, and, the lid being en and a light applied, wholesale and utter 
incineration inevitably followed. With the exception of the exterior 
walls, there were no partitions of brick in the whole edifice; whereas, 
irreve' ea theatre the stage should be cut off from 
the auditorium by a wall at least three feet thick, and having only an 
aperture for the proscenium, which aperture could be closed at will 
by a revolving iron shutter. Again, the inner walls of the box-lobbies 
should be of solid brickwork, and the staircases of stone, and fire- 
proof. Drury Lane Theatre possesses all these advantages, together 
with every means and appliance for the prevention and extinction of 
fire—a special fire department, the hose constantly laid, day as well as 
night watchmen, plenty of water, isolated workshops, and Mr. Marsh 
Nelson as Vitruvius in ordinary to look after the interests of 
the shareholders. But how about the theatres which are not 
so well built or so carefully supervised as Drury Lane? What 
fresh catastrophe may we expect, pending the appointment, with 
the amplest powers, of a Government inspector who shall regard 
theatres in their double light of places of public amusement and of 
factories where many trades, often the most dangerous, are carried on ? 
An impression seems to prevail that it is very perilous to put the 
carpenters’ shop in a theatre over the pit, and immediately above a 
huge gas-lit chandelier. Much has been said about the danger of 
gluepots. Now the top of a theatre, as offering a very large area, is 
an excellent place for a workshop, on whose floor large “ flats” have 
to be laid down to be nailed together. Nor is glue in itself a source 
of mischief. Glue, as gelatine, is animal matter in its most incom- 
bustible form, and the effect of an overturned gluepot is generally to 
put the fire out; dut it is in melting the glue over a huge fire in a 
shop full of sawdust and shavings that the mischief lies, At Drary 
Lane the glue is always melted down stairs, and then conveyed, with 
hot-water “ jackets” round the pots, to the atéliers, 

The subject of fire may warrant a word as to the iron cupboards 
known as “ fireproof” safes. How many of these caskets are really 
proof from fire? In strength, in symmetry, and neatness of work- 
manship, the safes of our Chubbs and Bramahs cannot be surpassed 
on this side the Atlantic; but the public are apt to think that a fire- 
a safe can be plunged into the midst of a fiery furnace without 

arm to the papers inside. A safe thus exposed grows redhot, and 
the contents are simply calcined. When the treasurer's safe, after the 
fire at the Surrey, was opened, the gold and silver in its drawers were 
found intact; but all the bills, cheques, and letters were charred to 
tinder, with one curious exception—the parchment skin of the banker's 
book was unconsumed. It was scotched, but not killed. The public 
would be glad to hear from any accredited manufacturer of any safe 
able to stand the actual ordeal of fire; but to obtain perfect security 
the treasure-chest ought to be inclosed in a vault of brickwork, having 
aniron door. The best vault of this description in the whole world is in 
the Treasury Department at Washington, where ever so many millions 
of greenbacks are stored. It is a model of a strong room. There 
are wails of iron, of brick, and of stone, and columns of Egyptian 
granite, supporting a roof of concrete. It is the mausoleum of 

ammon. As to the safe itself, it is an incollapsible Iron Shroud, 
with more locks than Fazio ever dreamt of. “And yet,” said Mr. 


Clark, the superintendent of the department, to me, “if I were only | 


to leave the outer door open, a‘smart’ burglar, with a couple of 
ounces of powder, could blow all these locks open in five minutes.” 
Blowing open the doors of safes has, among the felonious confraternity

THE FARM. 
As a sample of what the winter is in some parts, we may quote a 
letter of Jan. 29 written north of Aberdeen :—*“* We are in the midst 
of a real northern snowstorm, 15 in. or 18 in. deep, hard frost at night, 
and the thermometer down last night some 16 deg. below the freezing 
point. This has lasted for a week, and may do so for two or three 
more, and woe betide the unfortunate stockholder who has not a 
supply of turnips stored. I have some 200 tons of swedes, but it is 
absolutely fearful to watch the rate at which they are going. Mean- 
time we are whiling away the hours on the ice, ‘like gods together, 
careless of mankind,’ with our curling stones. Everyone, from the 
master to the farm lad, without any exception, plays at this game ; 
and, as it seems to me, the older a man gets the more interested he is 
in it.” 

It has been already pointed out, both here and elsewhere, in con- 
nection with the annual sales of Exmoor ponies and cobs, that it 
would be much more advantageous to their owners and convenient to 
buyers if they were sold at the Islington Agricultural Hall instead of 
teading and still further west. An agricultural cotemporary now 
enlarges upon the idea, and recommends Captain Spencer to hold his 

riodical shorthorn sales (the first of which is announced for Rugby) 
in future at the same spot. Therecould be no place more fittiag ; and 
although such gatherings have been too much looked upon as a mere 
collection of culls, there is no reason why good beasts should not be 
sent up for sale by breeders who have not,enough to make up a sale- 
catalogue of their own ; and if Captain Spencer can beat down this preju- 
dice, with which he has grappled so boldly, he will have done them 
an essential service. We would, however, go a step beyond that. There 
is no finer sight at the Easter exhibition in Dublin than the class of 
yearling shorthorn bulls, or “the yearling-bull St. Leger,” in which 
130 are sometimes entered. We cannot see why a show of the 
kind should not be held at the Islington Hall early in the spring for 
yearling bulls of all breeds, and, when all was over, the auctioneers 
could hold their sales and have their lots to hand. There would be 
plenty of beasts whose time of calving does not suit the Royal, and 
therefore the two shows would not clash, and farmers would have a great 
choice, instead of tramping about the country in search of a suitable 
bull. Three or four good prizes in each class would secure plenty of 
entries, 

We hear that Captain Spencer's shorthorn register has been so far 
a successful medium of sale. Mr. Thomas Dodds, who was for 
many years the well-known trainer of the Ambler herd, and is now an 
auctioneer in Wakefield, has just sold Mr, Willis’s Baron Crossley, the 
first-prize yearling bull at Newcastle, for a good sum, to Mr. Robert 
Betts, of Holbeck Lodge, near Horncastle. Among fresh arrivals, we 
hear of a rich roan heifer-calf, by Duke of Bowland from Double 
Butterfly, at Thorneyholme, and born within a day of the first Towneley 
foal of the season, a chestnut Kettledrum colt from Amethyst. 

Mr. Wainman’s name as a pig exhibitor will be not seen in future 
at any shows except the Royal and the Birmingham. The Carrhead 





| pigs have won upwards of 500 prizes during the last five years, and 


will therefore be reared in future almost entirely with a view to sale.

‘Tue territory of Cashmere, to the north of the British province of the 
Punjaub, is almost quite shut in by lofty mountains—secondary ranges 
of the Himalayas—the summits of which are covered with perpetual 
snow. Its principal outlet is the Baramula Pass, by which the river 
Jailum or Behut (the ancient Hydaspes), which drains the whole of 
the inclosed basin and is navigable for light vessels, emerges into the 
vast plain of the Punjaub, to join the Sutlej and other rivers there, 
which discharge themselves into the Indus. We are indebted to 
Captain G. H. Ware, of the 51st Light Infantry, for a sketch of the 
Baramula Pass ; as well as for two Views of the scenery of the Upper 
Indus, in Little Thibet : the larger one represents the village of Skardo, 
or Iskardo, the capital of a little State ca'led Bulti, on the frontier of 
the Chinese empire. Here is a large fortified building perched upon a 
rock overlooking the River Indus, with cultivated ground on one side, 
and a desert of white sand on the other; a second fortress, with a few 
houses about it, lies beneath; and snowy mountains, with glaciers 
far surpassing those of the Alps, surround the place on every hand. 
Another Illustration gives a view of the fort of Kartsabrusha on the 
Upper Indus. 


FINE ARTS. 


EXHIBITION OF THE SOCIETY OF FEMALE ARTISTS. 

WE have repeatedly had occasion to urge objections against the 
management of the Female Artists’ exhibitions—objections which we 
have had reason to believe have been shared by precisely those 
working and professional contributors who alone can support the 
credit of such exhibitions, and whose interests they should most 
directly subserve. These objections and their effects have at last 
become irresistible, and, as the catalogue of the exhibition just opened 
in Pall-mall announces, and we intimated some weeks since, the 
Society of Female Artists has been “ reorganised.” A number of 
names of illustrious ladies, headed by the Duchess of Cambridge, are 
still set forth as “ patronesses,” and, as such, of course quite legiti- 
mately and honourably to themselves and the society. In future, the 
entire management will devolve upon the artists themselves. This 
revolution has been too 
already very perceptible. Yet we find the present display an advance 
instead of, as usual, a retrogression upon its predecessor; and the 
hanging is comparatively satisfactory. The visitor must, notwith- 
standing, still be cautioned against accepting this gathering as afford- 
ing anything near a fair criterion of the capabilities of the female 
artists of this country, seeing that at least a dozen of the most 
eminent are absent. To prevent, however, an impression which, 
though only natural, would be unfair and damaging, we think it be- 
hoves all our lady artists, now that mutual consideration may be 
expected, to contribute to an exhibition that affords an opportunity 
for vindicating the powers of women, and that is calculated to be of 
great benefit and service especially to many poor and deserving 
sisters. 

We are glad to see Mrs. E. M. Ward, the most distinguished of our 
female artists, setting the example of re-adhesion to this society, 
though she only contributes two tiny and comparatively unimportant, 
yet thoroughly womanly and very charming, little pictures—studied, 
we suspect, in her own nursery—entitled “The Young Archer” (182) 
and “ Beatrice Mary Florence” (188). Miss Kate Swift maintains 
her position as the exhibitor of the most noteworthy pictures in oil, 
albeit we miss the pathos of former works and scarcely recognise the 
luminousness which was their chief technical merit. Of her two con- 
tributions preference is due, perhaps, to the more elaborate one which 
bears as its motto the oldadage “Two Heads are Better than One” (177). 
in a French cabane an oldman, who, we are led to assume, was formerly 
(if he is not still) a matelot, is gravely expounding the principlesof boat- 
building to a little boy, who, trusting to his own head, has carved a 
boat which, though it floats in a pan of water before him, manifests 
a perverse tendency to capsize and only right itself keel uppermost. 
The puzzled, rather shame-faced, expression of the boy, and the sym- 
pathetic interest of his little sister, are prettily expressed. The second 
picture, having for title another old saw, “A Stitch in Time Saves 
Nine ” (187), represents, with much pleasant feeling, a mother bending 
over her little daughter as she gives her one of the first lessons in the 
housewifely duty of mending rents and “ darning”—we believe that 
is the correct term—incipient holes. By a sister of this lady, Miss 
G. Swift, there is a picture of a girl “ Returning from Covent-garden” 
(167), which, though promising, is painted in a rather flat, foreign 
manner. Still further qualification would be necessary were we to 
discuss the merit of a picture by another sister, Miss L. Swift, repre- 
senting a nun relieving a poor, starving mother. We will venture to 
counsel the artist to avoid, at present, subjects which, unless treated 
with the nicest command of pathetic expression, are apt to be mawkish 
or simply disagreeable. 

Miss Emma Brownlow, whose charming little single-figure picture, 
“On Thoughts of Charity Intent,” we engraved last year, has, in 
* Anxious Moments : A Ray of Hope” (192), attempted a composition 
of, for her, more than usual elaborateness, and one involving the 
great difficulty of representing conflicting emotions; but, though well 
conceived, the result is hardly of commensurate value. Most visitors 
will prefer “The Firstborn” (164), a mother teaching her little 
toddler to walk on the cottage dresser. The Countess of Westmore- 
land sends, we believe, the only effort, in oil, in what is, surely 

roperly enough, called high art—‘“ Angels Appearing to the Shep- 
verds ” (180). This is just such a subject as Angelica Kauffmann 
might have treated, and she would have treated it—if in an old- 
fashioned academic style in which we now feel little interest—with 
still more of the ability and suavity not absent from the present 
work. Even to attempt, nowadays, such a subject as this is highly 
honourable to her Ladyship ; but there is the glorious peril attending 
such representations, that we are always more sensible of their short- 
comings than of a measure of success which would cover a multitude 
of defects in less ambitious subjects. 

Coming to water-colour figure drawings, a foremost place is due to 
Miss Adelaide Burgess’s juvenile subject, “ Children Mending their 
Kite (241), the “ French Flower-girl” (28), and the drawing of a little 
one bending absorbed over Grimms’ “ Fairy Tales” (38), There is a 
regretable disparity in “A Young Knight” (77), by Miss Gillies, 
between the effective painting of armour and other accessories of 
secondary importayce and the weak and character-lacking effeminacy 
of the face. Airs, Backhouse was not so happy as she is wont to be 
in the choice of the subject, “The Gipsy Poacher ; or, Love versus 
Duty” (107); but her little “Gleaner” has the usual firmness of 
execution and force of positive colour. “ Lady Flora” (87), a Georgian 
beanty, by Miss M. L. Oakley; other beauties (but rather artificial 
ones), by Miss Agnes Bouvier ; “Shade in a Hop-garden” (51), by 
Mis Sarah Hewitt; a study, by Miss Jessie Landseer (daughter of 
Mr. Charles Landseer, R.A.), of a canine head, the property of Sir 
Edwin; “A Peasant from Lilienthal,” by Miss Eliza Martin; a 
miniature portrait, by Miss Alicia H. Laird; and pen-and-ink draw- 
ings, or other subjects with the “ point,” V. B., Miss L. 
Corbeaux, and Miss C. Babb, also deserve notice. 

“¥. V. B.” (the Hon. Mrs, Boyle) has scarcely since equalled the 
beautifully conceived and executed -and-ink drawing of “The 
Nativity,” which we engraved the i & before last. Yet her 
three wings here almost equally testify, by their naiveté and 
delicacy, to a study of that early Christian art which this graceful 
designer has evidently found most congenial to her own chastened 
fancy. In “ ts” (235), two saintly figures are walkin 
throvgh the flowery paths of piety ; in “ Arcadia” (225), a youthfa 
Bacchus reclines under an arbour or pergola of vines entwined with 
Retpreeanion, copies eames golden apples, &c. ; and in “ A Dream” 
we have a little maiden dancing, gay as the peacocks disporting them- 
selyes near her, in the quaintly-trimmed garden pleasaunce before an 
ancient mansion—an old French legend underneath reminding us how 
much more delightful are dreams (such as that of this maiden) than 


realities. 

The landscapes are numerous; but we can only afford space to 
particularise a small proportion of the best : such, for instance, as the 
“* Hope, ire” (196), and the “ Peveril Castle” (174), both by 
Mrs. J. W. Brown; the “ Dunstaffnage Castle, Loch Etive” (14), by 
Miss M. Gastineau; and a moonlight view of “Tarbet, on Loc 
Fyne” (73), with other drawings by Miss Gastineau—which, like 
some other contributions here, recall qualities we have long associated

and other items by Miss C, F. Williams, Mrs. Hussey, and Miss H. A. 
Seymour, To this enumeration we can only add that the works of 
Miss 8, S. Warren, who, if we remember rightly, is a new contributor, 
have conspicuous merit. A glowing, suffused tone is sometimes 
exaggerated to heaviness, but this drawback is not discoverable in 
“On the Thames—Cloudy Day” (153). 

Of architectural drawings there are, as usual, some very good 
examples. All those by Miss Louise Rayner evince practised artistic 
skill in execution ; they are sometimes very powerful in effect, and 
this year more free than heretofore from a mannered use of white on 
coarse-grained paper, to give texture. We may draw particular 
attention to “ Durham” (42), “The Black Gate, Newcastle” (61), 
and “Old Houses on Elvet Bridge, Durham” (71). Also well 
deserving notice are the drawings of Miss Isabella G. E. Jones, an 
artist who has made rapid progress of late. We must mention with 
especial praise her “ Rue de la Tuille, Rouen” (29), which reminds 
somewhat of Prout, “ The Church of St. Mary Magdalene” (159); and 
“In Venice” (66). Very good, likewise, is a view of “ Fryering Church, 
Essex” (103), by Miss Palacia E, Fahey; and “Rue St. Jean, 
Beauvais” (187), by Mrs. Hemming. 

In the department of still-life there is always in these exhibitions a 
vast number of examples of every degree of merit, and generally in 
the more facile material of water colours—the imitation of immovable 
objects being a proper commencement of art-study; and we must 
remember that a large proportion of these lady exhibitors are but 
students. Among the best works of this class are the productions of 
Mesdames Withers, Pfeiffer, and Nixon; and the Misses H. Coleman, 
E, Cantelo, A. Dundas, E. Walter, C. James, A. M. Fitzjames, Lane, 
and E, Lane. Mrs. Withers tends to hardness in the finish of her 
“ Flowers and Fruit” (92); and mere finish for finish sake—that is 
to say, the smoothening of surface without proportionate increase of 
truth—seems very obvious in the “ Fruit” (226), by Mrs. Nixon. As 
an excellent example of great delicacy in feeling after the refinement 
of nature (not merely after uniformity of surface) we would instance 
the study of nuts, &c., entitled, “From Nature” (236), by Miss 
Helen Coleman. A group of “Grapes and Apples,” by the same 
artist, shows a profitable reference to the style of the late W. Hunt, 
Another good specimen of careful delicacy is afforded by the 
“ Primroses” (224) of Miss E, Cantelo, which have more of the 
pure pallor in colour and the tender texture of the petals than 
other representations of the same sweet, wild flowers. And by 
the side of this may be placed—as they will soon be found 
in our hedgerows, banks, and covers in all their lovely con- 
trast of pale yellow and deep blue—the “ Wild Hyacinths” (253) 
of Mrs. Pfeiffer. The “Autumn Roses” (227) of the same lady 
enables us to anticipate the completion of the floral wreath with which 
nature will crown the matured beauty of the growing year.

“University Life” is a very entertaining and generally accurate 
chapter of gossip on the subject, and “ Winter Shooting” a suitable 
companion to the agreeable paper on partridge-shooting published in 
the season. “ Bohemians and Bohemianism” contains some graphic 
sketches and amusing anecdotes, but hardly so many as we should 
have expected, the fertility of the subject consid Some of the 
persons introduced will be readily recognised.

Fraser opens with a luminous survey of the present condition of the 
Chinese empire and the transactions of the past three rs, 
point chiefly insisted on is the tendency of events to 
China into the great family of civilised nations, The war finally 
convinced the Celestials of their mistake respecting the power of the 
Western nations ; their necessities compelled them to solicit the assist- 
ance of their conquerors ; and, while they found the material aid they 
sought in the mi ~y! genius of Colonel Gordon, the disinterested 
course of the British Minister allayed their inveterate suspicions, and 
the vast increase of their revenue convinced them of the substantial 
advantages of our alliance. It still remains to be seen how far these 
views have actually modified the traditions of Chinese statesmanship, 
or how far they are peculiar to a few enlightened men placed by acci- 
dent at the head of affairs. According to the writer, Prince Kun 
the Regent, is not a man of marked ability, and the liberality of his 
administration is really due to his counsellor, Wa Siang. Some 
interesting statistics of the progress of Chinese commerce are given, 
and the article concludes with a vindication of the Pekin Cabinet 
from the charge of bad faith brought by Mr. Lay. “The 
Story of Saneba” is another paper of very great interest, being 
a translation, by Mr. Goodwin, one of our best Egyptian scholars, 
of a hieroglyphic document which the interpreter, who leans to the 
longer chronology, refers to a date of about 2200 p.c. It is the 
story (whether genuine or fictitious cannot be ascertained, but probably 
the former) of a certain Saneha, a courtier of Amenemha (about 
2400 B.c., according to Goodwin), who fled from the Court, and, after 
a long residence with another Sovereign, was invited back and restored 
to favour. The narrative is in general simple and intelligible, except 
when interrupted by hyperbolical adulation of the King. Mr. Goodwin 
does not profess to have achieved an entirely satisfactory version, but 
states that his rendering agrees in the main with that of M. Chabas, a 
French savant, who undertook the task “ simultaneously, but without 
concert or communication.” “The Rest of It” is an entertaining 
essay, in A. K. H. B.’s usual style. Mr. Fitzjames Stephen's 
letter on the law of the Church of England is an exposition 
of a branch of his atgument on the Colenso case into whieh 
the Court would not permit him to enter, considering his 
position too obviously correct to require proof. He now writes for 
the unlearned public, who, it is te be hoped, wil! read him, the point 
being one of extreme importance. Dean Stanley's genial paper 
“On the Spirit of the Church of the Nineteenth Century” was read

The annual general court of governors of the German 
Hospital, Dalston, was held on Monday at the London Tavern. From the 
report of the hospital committee, it appeared that the number of in-patients 
in the hospital from the Ist of January to the 3ist of December, 1564, was 
795 ; of these, 448 were cured. The number of onut-patients during the same 
period was 17,728, making a grand total of patients relieved during the year 
of 18,523, The receipts for the year were £4174; expenditure, £3700. The 
building fund amounts to about £14,000, and a further sum ot £3000 is re- 
quired to cover the costs of the new buildings and fittings. The anniversary 
dinner will take place at the London Tavern on the lst of March next, at 
which the Duke of Cambridge has promised to preside, 


Two Industrial Exhibitions were opened on Wednesday— 
one for the working classes south of the river, at the Lambeth Baths; the 
other, confined to the narrower range of the operative coachmakers, at the 
Coachmakers’ Hall, Noble-street, City. Both were opened with considerable 
spirit, and each promises, in its own way, to be successful. The Lambeth 
Exhibition, which is the second of the kind in that district, was attended at 
the opening by the Bishop of Winchester, the Hon. Arthur Kinnaird, Mr. 
Cowper, M.P., Mr. Vocke, M.P., and several of the clergymen and Dissenting 
ministers of the district. The Marquis of Lansdowne opened the Coach- 
makers’ Exhibition. The Very Rev. Dean Milman and several members of 
the Coachmakers’ Company were aiso present. 


Last week the births of 1894 children—964 boys and 930 
giris—were registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the 
years 1855-4 the average number (corrected) was 2084. The influence 
of the cold weather on the lives of the population is apparent in the increased 
mortality in London. In the week that ended on Saturday last the deaths of 
1747 persons were registered ; in the previous week the number was 1585, In 
the corresponding weeks of ten years (1855-64) the average number of deaths 
is, with a correction for increase of population, 1591. 359 persons died last 
week from zymotic diseases, the corrected average number being 331, 
Wheoping-cough is the most fatal disease in the list, having carried off 
eighty-one children. Seventy-six deaths were cansed by typhus, fourteen by 
smallpox, and twenty-six by measles. Fifty-seven deaths occurred from 
scarlatira, and seventeen from diphtheria. 472 deaths were caused 
by diseases of the respiratory organs (exclusive of phthisis), the 
corrected averege number being 404. Bronchitis was much more fatal than 
in any previous week of the present winter season, 316 persons having died 
from yis disease. Pneumonia, on the contrary, shows a somewhat lower 
mortality than the average; it carried off ninety-three persons. 203 
deaths occurred from phthisis, eighty-six from diseases of the heart, and 
183 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. Thirty-eight persons 
were killed by accidents, sixteen deaths occurred from fractures or contusions, 
three children and two adults died from burns or scalds, five persons were 
drowned, and nine infants and one adult were suffocated. Two persons com- 
mitted suicide, and two infants were murdered. 


A meeting of the Royal National Life-boat Institution was 
held on Thursday, at its house, John-strect, Adelphi. A communication was 
read from General Knollys stating that he had been commanded by his Royal 
Highness the Prince of Wales to express the extreme satisfaction of the 
Prince and Frincess to learn that the Albert Victor life-boat, stationed at 
Berwick<n-Tweed, had reecued six fishermen from drowning. A grant of 
£40 was made in aid of the funds now raising for the widow and three young 
children of the poor man who perished from the Holyhead life-boat, on the 
14th ult... when, owing to the breaking of the masts’ clamp, the boat was 
capsized. The life-boat, manned by fifteen men, had put off during a furious 
storm, and brought the schooner Henry Holman and her crew of eight men 
to a place of safety. Rewards amounting to £36 were voted to the crews of 
the life-boata of the institution for saving the following shipwrecked crews 
during the late heavy gales :—Brig Steffaria, of Palermo, vessel and crew of 
twelve men saved; schooner Thomas, of Liverpool, six men saved; brig 
Willie Ridley, of Plymouth, eight men saved; French lugger La Maria 
Franogois Lo Pere Samson, vessel and four men saved; brig Elizabeth, of 
Lowestoft, vessel and seven men saved ; schooner Henry Holman, of Pty- 
mouth, vessel and eight men saved; fishing-boat of Berwick and six men 
saved: total, fifty-one lives and five vessels saved. The silver medal 
of the institution and a copy of its vote on parchment were pre 
sented to Captain T. H. B. Fellowes, R.N., Inspecting Commander 
of the Coastguard at Penzance, and to Major F. W. Testing, 
of the Royal Marine Artillery acknowledgment of their gallant services 
in saving life from shipwreck. Various other rewards were also granted to 
the crews of fishing-boats and others for saving life from different wrecks on 
the coasts of the United Kingdom. Payments amounting to upwards of €2000 
were ordered to be made on various life-boat establishments. It was reported 
that the institution had sent during the past month new life-boats to Poole, 
Dorset; Penzance, Cornwall ; Bridlington, Yorkshire ; Tramore, in the county 
of Waterford ; and Girvan, Ayrshire. Public demonstrations had taken place at 
most of the above places on the arrival of the life-boats, New life-boats, 
built by Messrs, Forrestt and Son, under the superintendence of the institution, 
had alo been recently forwarded to the life-boat societies at South Holland 
and Marseilles, Reports were read from the inspector and assistant inspector 
of life-boats of the institution on their recent visits to some of the life-boat 
stations on the coast. It was stated that a legacy of £200 had been left to 
the institution by Mrs. Morgan, of Cheltenham. Messrs, Leaf, Sons, and Co., 
Old Change, had expressed their re to t the institution with the 
whole cost of a life-boat station. Henry Nixson, —_ << Manchester, had 
also intimated his intention of defraying the cost of a life-boat establishment.

PROGRESS OF THE THAMES EMBANKMENT AT THE 
TEMPLE GARDENS. 

DvRING the past week, the works of the Thames Embankment, which 
had been partially suspended for several days owing to the severe 
weather, have been resumed with increased vigour, a ) Ba number of 
additional workmen having been engaged. The works of No. 1 
Contract (Mr. Furness’s), from Westminster Bridge to Waterloo Bridge, 
are found to be in much better condition than was anticipated, not- 
withstanding the heavy falls of snow and severe frost. The filling-in 
is going on favourably ; the brick and other dry rubbish, when shot, 
mixing with the saturated matter and forming a solid concrete. The 
brickwork within the caissons is rapidl progressing. In No. 2 Con- 
tract (Mr. Ritson’s), extending from W aterloo Bridge to the east 
end of the Temple Gardens, the work is proceeding with such 
dispatch that our Illustration on the next page, engraved from a 
sketch taken not very long ago, shows rather the space to be 
covered by the embankment and the apparatus for its construction 
than the amount of new ground already made, The point of view is 
nearly opposite the bottom of Inner Temple-lane, looking up the 
river ; and the wall of the Middle Temple garden is shown on the right 
hand, with the Middle Temple Library. The earth in front of the 
garden, both here and at the Inner Temple, has now been raised to a 
level with the garden itself, and nearly the whole space is filled up 
between the garden wall and the timber scaffolding which marks the 
outer line of the projected embankment, so that there is little or no 
water now to be seen within the temporary piles, The long wooden 
gangway leading from the bottom of Essex-street to the steam-boat 
pier is a conspicuous feature in the middle of our View. Beyond this 
_ we see another portion of the rising embankment, between 
Norfolk-street and Somerset House, which was illustrated by the 
Engraving published in this Journal some months back. In the back- 
ground are Somerset House, Waterloo Bridge, St. Martin's Church, 
and the Hungerford Railway Station. 


THE MURDER OF TWO BRITISH OFFICERS IN JAPAN. 
We have received from Mr. Wirgman, our Artist and Correspondent 
at Yokohama, a letter, dated Nov. 30, in which he gives a mournful 
account of the feelings of grief and consternation which affected the 
European residents upon hearing of the murder of Major Baldwin 





and Lieutenant Bird. He relates the affair as follows :—“ Last Friday 
week a party of six of us went out for a trip of five days for the pur- 
ose of sketching and photographing. On the Monday we met Major 
3aldwin and Lieutenant Bird on the Island of Enosima. They were 
admiring the view of Fusiyama; and we asked them to join our 
party, as we were going to sleep at Fujisawa, on the Tokaido; but 
they, anfortunately, declined, as they had not seen the Daiboots, a 
large bronze idol, near Kamakura. So they left us, intending to 
return to Yokohama before evening. We continued our way, and 
arrived safely at Fujisawa, where, shortly after our arrival, Mr 
Beato’s servant told him that the two officers we had seen at Enosima 
had been assassinated. We did not believe it at all, and thought it was 
a Japanese excuse to get rid of us. However, we loaded with ball 
cartridge, as we had, besides our revolvers, two fowling-pieces; and 
slept all in the same room, with our weapons by our side. 
When we woke next morning a Japanese officer came in and said he 
had been sent down by the Governor of Yokohama to see if we were 
safe, as two English officers had been attacked the night before at 
Kamakura, and one was dead, but the young one was wounded. We 
had our breakfast and returned to Yokohama by the Tokaido, as had 
been our intention. We met only one procession, which tranquilly 
passed us, and we arrived in Yokohama at midday, wher? we were 
informed that it was true that the two officers had been murdered, and 
both were dead. The unfortunate Lieutenant Bird had been killed 
many hours after he was wounded. By whom he was killed, we do 
not know ; but the Vice-Governor was down there the evening of the 
attack, and he should have been able to discover who cut the wounded 
men’s neck and gave the mortal blow. I may observe that I myself 
had been sketching there the evening before with only one companion : 
so safe did we think it that we left our revolvers at the inn, and walked 
along the narrow avenue, which was to be the scene of blood so soon, 
till we arrived on the beach—a most melancholy spot, as we remarked 
at the time. Sandhills blown about by the wind, a few weird and 
blasted pines, their branches torn by storms ; the murmuring sea ; and, 
in the distance,the ever-smoking volcanic island of Vri ‘alt iliuminated 
by the yellow sunset and quickly advancing night. e sat to sketch 
the place, and did not leave till dusk,” 

It appears from the report of the coroner's inquest that, on the 
morning of Nov. 21, these unfortunate gentlemen, Major G . 
Walter Baldwin and Lieutenant Robert Nicholas Bird, both of the 
second battalion of her Britannic Majesty's 20th Regiment, left Yoko- 
hama, on horseback, for an excursion to Kamakura and Daiboots. 
About half-past ten “they arrived at Enosima, which place they left 
about twelve o'clock, with the intention of ing to Daiboots. 
The same night information from the district authorities was sent ia 
to the Governor of Yokohama that two foreigners had been assaulted 
at or near Kamakura; that one was dead, but the other was yet alive. 
This information having been communicated (about two o'clock in the 
morning of the 22nd) to the foreign Consuls, Dr. Lindau, the Swias 
Consul ; Mr. Von Brandt, the Prussian Consul ; and other foreign resi- 
dents went out to the place indicated ; Lieutenant Woods, with a party of 
mounted artillery, and Mr. Fletcher, Interpreter tothe British Legation, 
being ordered to proceed hither in all haste. A little after daylight

OF DUBLIN. 


Tue Right Honourable John 
Barrington, Lord Mayor of Dublin, 
whose Portrait we have engraved 
this week, is one of the respectable 
firm of John Barrington and Sons, 
extensive soap manufacturers and 
tallow merchants, in Dublin. He 
was born in 1824, and is a grandson 
of Mrs. Leadbeater, an accomplished 
woman, who was the early friend 
and correspondent of Imund 
Burke, and whose letters, with a 
brief memoir, were lately published 
in an entertaining = Mr. 
Barrington is a member of the 
Society of Friends, and the first of 
that body who has held the position 
of Lord Mayor. He has been two 
years only a member of the Dublin 
Corporation, but has already dis- 
tinguished himself by his talents 
for public business, his impartiality, 
and suavity of manner. On Thurs- 
day week the new Lord Mayor gave 
a banquet to the Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland in the King’s Room 
at the Mansion House, where 600 
gentlemen were assembled to enjoy 
the civic hospitality. In proposing 
the health of his Excellency, the 
Lord Mayor said he trusted there 
was no chance of the Government 
abolishing the office of Lord Lieu- 
tenant; for he believed that the 
existence of the Viceregal Court, 
around which the aristocracy and 
gen of the country could ‘as- 
semble, was of great value, and it 
was also of great importance to 
havea man of ability and judgment 
directing the governmental business 
of the country in Dublin. He de- 
ploréd the absenteeism of Irish 
landlords, as doing a vast amount 
injury to the country. In replyin, 

to these observations, the Lord 
Lieutenant said that there were 
many signs of progress and im- 
provement in the state of Ireland, 
though great poverty existed in 
some districts. After speaking of 
emigration, which he regarded as a 
blessing rather than an evil, and 
simply obedience to an economical 
law, which operates in the agri- 
cultural districts of England as 
well as in Ireland, leading men to 
take their labour to the best market, 
Lord Wodehouse proceeded to refer 
to manufactures, the linen trade in 
Ulster, and the woollen trade, in 
& Pa of which, he said, 
all Englishmen would rejoice. He 
then adverted to another sort of 
manufacture, in regard to which 
Dublin can certainly boast of one 
prosperous establishment—namely, 
the celebrated manufacture of 
Guinness’s Dublin porter. He men- 
tioned the name of Mr. Benjamin 
Guinness and the example of mu- 
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nificence shown by that gentleman

WRECK OF THE AFRICAN 
MAIL-STEAMER ARMENIAN. 


THE Royal mail-steamer Armenian, 
which sailed from Liverpool with 
the monthly mails for the West 
Coast of Africa on the morning of 
Tuesday week, struck upon Arklow 
bank, on the coast of Wicklow, at 
midnight of the same day, and 
soon became a total wreck. The 
following account of the disaster is 
iven by Mr. Henry J. Waring, of 
lymouth, one of the passengers, 
who has also favoured us with the 
sketch we have engraved :— 

“The vessel left the Bell Buoy, 
at Liverpool, at 10.30 on the morn- 
ing of the 24th ; weather thick and 
foggy. In the course of the after- 
noon the captain twice stopped her 
to get soundings. At midnight the 
ship, going under full steam and 
canvas, ran on the Arklow bank. 
About an hour afterwards she took 
fire in the deckhouse, which, after 
some time, was extinguished by 
the heavy seas breaking over her. 
About two o'clock the starboard 
quarterboat was lowered; the 
two men who were in her unhooked 
the davits, took her away, and re- 
fused to return to the ship. The 
starboard life-boat was then low- 
ered, and the ladies, thirteen in 
number, with six children, were 
with great difficulty placed in her, 
in charge of the chief officer and 
some five or six men, and sent from 
the ship. The port life-boat was 
stove in lowering, and became com- 
pletely useless. Both port quarter- 
boats were then lowered and got 
away from the ship full of people 
and in safety. It was then about 
4.30. The foremast fell with a 
heavy crash, carrying the maintop- 
mast with it. In its fall a wire rope 
got round the neck of a naval 
Officer, a passenger, whose name 
is not known, and instantly 
severed his head from his body. 
A passenger, said to be r. 
Horne, who was clinging to the 
main boom with a blanket round 
him, was washed therefrom, as 
also another gentleman from the 
break of the poop. The ship then 
parted in two before the funnel, 
and at once settled down, the sea 
driving the rest of the passengers 
to the main and mizen rigging, six 
to the former and twenty-five to 
the latter. She was by this time 
thoroughly immersed, nothing re- 
maining above the water but the 
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two masts and the funnel. Previous to this two of the stewards were

It was in vain that Adam Smith ridiculed this system of 
government, and showed that it was prejudicial, not only to the 
colonists, but to the parent State. His cogent demonstrations broke 
against the purblind egotism of the nation and the rooted traditions 
of the Government.

agreed upon by the convention of the colonies which was held at 
Albany in 1753, although the principal motive for that proposal was 
not a desire to guard against the encroachments of the Crown, but 
against the hostility of the French. 

The Imperial Government and the nation itself have had their 
experiences since 1753 ; they both see things from a higher level than 
of yore; the idea of equality between nations has advanced as that of 
the dominancy of one nation over another has declined; we have 
become less grasping, less arrogant towards our colonists, and we are 
repaid by confidence and affection where before reigned distrust and 
anouldering disaffection. 

It is especially important to the emigrating classes of Englishmen 
that there should be one portion of the American continent where, in 
a congenial climate, they can find themselves at home. Highly 
favourable to Continental Europeans and to Irishmen, fair to Scotch- 
men and to British-Americans, American society has, by the force of 
opinion alone, discouraged and even repelled the English settler. The 
English have been “ the least favoured nation” at the bar of American 
popular opinion, though it is but just to add that this result has been 
due more to the retributive jealousy of the numerous and well- 
organised Irish element of tho pepuletion than to the old Anglo- 
Averican section, which is frequently partial and seldom bitterly 
opposed to the Englishman in the States. 

The British-American colonies have, on the other hand, given to 
tic Englishman all that he ought to desire—“a fair field and no 
fevour.” The influx of Englishmen into Canada West, both from 
Kngland and the United States, has been large and influential. We 
may justly flatter ourselves that the comparatively cool and regular 
movement of British American political and social life is, in part at 
least, a consequence of the direct influence thereupon of English 
national characteristics. 

It is precisely because we are sincerely solicitous for the abiding 
welfare of the projected Confederation that we cannot join some of 
our contemporaries in flaunting before the eyes of British Americans 
the dazzling, but, in our opinion, improbable, prospect of their one 
day becoming “the leading Power of the American continent.” It is 
a dream flattering to British vanity, and countenanced at the present 
moment by some American malcontents. The British Americans will 
do well not to import from this island the high-flying [mperial 
ambition which once swayed Britons so powerfully, but which is now 
somewhat out of date and fashion. “The leading Power on the 
American continent,” whoever it may be, will have the leading 
deht in the American continent, will be the most prone to wars of 
empire, to wars for a fanciful balance of power, or more probably for 
a real but selfish preponderance. Such distinctions as these may be 
accepted as the gratuitous gifts of destiny, but are not worth heavy 
sacrifices for their attainment. 

Still more important to the Confederation than its relations to 
Great Britain and France (for we mast not forget that Canada has a 
hold upon the French heart also) are its relations to its powerful and 
excitable neighbour, It is the instinct of danger in this direction 
which has so rapidly brought to a head the idea of a British-American 
Confederation. President Lincoln has given notice to the British 
Government to terminate that stipulation of the treaty of Ghent, 
which, in substance forbade the maintenance of a naval force on Lakes 
Ontario and Erie. Congress has instructed, or is on the eve of 
instructing, the President to give the requisite year’s notice of the 
termination of the Reciprocity Treaty with Canada. We will fling a 
veil of oblivion over General Dix's passionate order, speedily cancel 
as it was by the President. The repeal of the Reciprocity Treaty 
alone will exclude American vessels from the navigation of the 
Canadian waters, natural and artificial, and place the disabilities of the 
Avserican fishing interest o1 footing as they were in 1852,

The sweeping away of four or five provincial tariffs 
will be the best means of indemnifying the British Americans for the 
possible loss of a reciprocity treaty with the American Union. 

To carry out this general system of free trade, as well as to facili- 


| tate intercourse between the maritime provinces and Canada, it is abso- 


lutely necessary that the missing links of the intercolonial railroad, 
which is to connect Halifax with Quebec, be forthwith completed. 
These missing links are two—viz., between Truro, in Nova Scotia, and 
Shediac, in New Brunswick; and between Fredericton, N.B., and 
Riviére de Loup, the eastern terminus of the Grand Trunk line, 114 
miles below Quebec. The construction of this line was recommended 
by Lord Durham in his celebrated “ I rt on the Affairs of British 
North America,” so early as Jan , 1839, at a time when the present 
gigantic system of American and Canadian railroads was yet in 
embryo. We quote this curious passage :— 

The completion of any satisfactory communication between Halifax and 
Quebec would, in fact, produce relations between these provinces that would 
render a general union absolutely necessary. Several surveys have proved that 
it would be perfectly practicable the whole way. It appears to be a general 
opinion in the United States that the severe snows and frosts of that continent 


| very slightly impede and do not prevent the travelling on railroads ; and, if I 
} am rightly informed, the Utica Railroad, in the northern part of the State of 


New York, is used throughout the winter. If this opinion be correct, the forma- 
tion of a railroad from Halifax to Quebec would entirely alter some of the dis- 
tinguishing characteristics of the Canadas. Instead of being shut out from 
all direct intercourse with England during half the year, they would possess 
a far more certain and speedy communication throughout the winter than 
they now possess in summer. The passage from Ireland to Quebec would be a 
matter of tenor twelve days, and Halifax would be the great port by which a 
large portion of the trade, and all the conveyance of passengers to the whole 
, > Th If the great 
natrral channel of the St. Lawrence gives all the people who dwell in any 
part of its basin such an interest in the government of the whole as renders it 
wise to incorporate the two Canadas, the artificial work which would, in fact, 
supersede the lower part of the St. Lawrence as the outlet of a great part of 
the Canadian trade, and would make Halifax, in a great measure, an outport

| project, and offered to guarantee 4 per cent interest to the investors, 
| it has not yet been carried out. 


The want of it was grievously felt by 
the empire in the winter of 1861-2, when the 10,000 British troops made 
their famous passage on sleighs between Fredericton and Quebec. 
The same motives of economy and speed in the conveyance of troops, 
military stores, and the mails which have prompted the Indian 
Government to guarantee a certain rate of interest upon the vast 
sums invested in Indian railroads, has at length impelled both the 
Imperial and Colonial Governments to renew their offers of a 

| guarantee and a grant of land to any capitalists who will supply the 

missing links in the railroad chain between Halifax and Quebec. As 
the surveys have long since been made, and the estimated outlay is 
only £3,000,000 for a length of 350 miles, and inasmuch as its execu- 
tion is a condition precedent of the proposed Confederation, we may 
soon expect to hear of its introduction on the Stock Exchange. — 

It is a little singular that the crisis which brings upon the tapis the 
aforesaid suggestion of Lord Durham, for a closer connection between

Canadas, whose express and principal duty it was to be to Anglicise 
French Canada. His advice was that “Lower Canada must be 

»verned now, as it must be hereafter, by an English population.” 
The French language, laws, and customs were to be “obliterated.” 
His statesmanship on all these points has been singularly traversed by 
events, The Legislative Union of the two Provinces, far from having 
been the means of “subjecting the Eastern Province to the vigorous 
rule of an English majority,” has, on the contrary, been the instru- 
ment by which a French minority has been able to govern a British 
majority ; and it is the revolt of the British majority against this 
galling régime which has brought it toaclose. But the remedy pro- 
posed is not the “obliteration” of French iy, but the con- 
cession to it of a Provincial Legislature with a solitary restrictive 
stipulation in favour of the payment of Protestant schools, for which 
an equivalent is given in the payment of Catholic schools in the 
British province. In the matter of language, the British element 
allows French as well as English to be used in the General Legislature 
and its proceedings, while the French Canadians concede that English 
as well as French may be used in the local Legislature of Lower 
Canada and in the federal and local courts of Lower 
Canada. So scrupulously is French nationality respected that, 
whereas provisions sre inserted in the published scheme for consoli- 
dating the laws rendering uniform the legal procedure of the other 
con ted provinces, no allusion is made to any pari alter- 
ation in the laws and procedure of Lower Canada. From the point of 
view of modern Liberalism, the spirit which pervades this scheme is 
an immense advance upon the harsh animus towards the conquered

Tue cessation of the provincial starring consequent on the early 
approach of the regular season in town has been signalised by a 
certain effort to get the stars into galaxies. In more p than one 
they have corruscated much after the fashion of that bunch of 
luminous globes which bursts out at the end of the fiery track of a 
rocket. In the main, the pyrotechny has been the work of the Con- 
servatives. In the latest gatherings of their party there is still greater 
proof of that belief in themselves, and in their having really a part 
cry, to which we have recently alluded.

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BETTER DAYS FOR WORKING MEN. 


Manchester and elsewhere I by shopkeepers that, 
whereas they were accustomed to take £30 or £60 a week, they now 
take £5 or £10. The following facts will explain this :—In Rochdale, 
with 40,000 inhabitants, there are 4900 co-operative members. In 
Halifax, with about the same pulation, there are 5000 members. 
If these members represent hi of families, and the families average 
four persons, we get half the population in each case as purchasers at 
their own shops. In Rochdale these 4900 have invested very nearly 
£300,000 in various co-operative schemes, The stores employ 
£62,000 ; the corn-mill, £71,000; the cottage or house building 
a £8000 ; and the cotton-miils, £160,000, 

This prodigious sum 1s subscribed in shares of £1 or £5, paid up in 
full, or weekly instalments. The energy and determaflietion thus 
evidenced by the workpeople to preside over the fructification of their 
own pee is mainly due, in Rochdale, to the defalcation ‘of the 
secretary of the savings bank and the loss to the operatives alone of 
some £70,000. The bitter lesson has been well learned. 

Finding that they had more money than could be employed in 
stores, these thrifty trading workmen determined to try the virtues of 
co-operation in the higher sphere of manufacturing ; ‘so they built a 
flour-mill, supplied their own stores, and, driving a ready-money trade, 
have done well. About fifty co-operative societies depend upon it for 
unadulterated flour and meal. The capital employed in 1863 was 
£41,714; the business done, £152,492; the rofit, £10,138. 

In 1860 a cotton-mill was opened, and another is now rising, 
close to it, at Mitchell Hey. These are considered the finest 
mills in Rochdale. They who contribute to the realisation of 
wealth should participate in its distribution. Such was the con- 
viction of those who originated the enterprise which now involves 
a capital of £160,000, £90,000 being fully paid up. It was con- 
tended that the workpeople, being mostly holders, would work to 
the best advantage ; that time and material would be fully economised ; 
that the expensive system of middlemen and agencies, together with 
the risks of credit, would be dispensed with, There would be no 
debts, and, after interest, rent, wages, and repairs were provided for, 
the remainder would be divided—in part in proportion to amount of 
shares, in part in proportion to wages—the workpeople being paid 
according to the wage rate of the district. Such was the idea; but 
this society has objected to the last provision, which throws open, and 
most wisely, I think, the advantages of co-operation to non-members. 
My card gained me ready access to this mill a few weeks since, and 
polite attention, Those who are exalted to the management of these 
large affairs seem by no means disposed to desert their class, or to 
dress better than their fellow-members, and I therefore did not look 
out for an “extensively” got-up man, with gold watch-chain and 
diamond finger-ring, when inquiring for the secretary or manager. 
I found nothing beyond fustian. The chairman of the educational 
committee was introduced to me, and gave me a nod from the 
huge beam of one of the 50-horse power engines, which was 
stopped for dinner and required oil, The arrangements of 
the mill were admirable; the maclinery beautiful; cleanliness 
pervaded every floor; order reigned throughout ; and I thought 
the looks and actions of the 3000 operatives spoke thus :— 
“There, don’t trouble to look after us, we are working for our- 
selves, and are therefore sure to do our best.” And this is, un- 
doubtedly, the feeling which pervades the busy community, notwith- 
standing the recreance of the society to the true co-operative 
principle, for most of them are shareholders, As a speculation, the 
cotton-mill has not proved a success ; but it has certainly done better 
than most private mills. The last dividend, 1s. 10d. in the pound, 
was paid on the half-year ending December, 1863, It is something, 
however, to be able to say that the mill has kept running and given 

work to its people throughout the distress period. Since January, 
1860, to January, 1863, they paid £25,000 in wages, removing in this 

nner a t i weight from the rates and relief fund, and 
doing incaleulable service by preserving the morale of the people.

Those who have taken the pains to follow me cannot, I think, fail 
to perceive in this movement the germs of a new state of things for 
working men. The fact that there are now 200,000 working men 
uniting in themselves the functions of capitalists and workers must 
nce a profound impression on the class views and habits of every 
industrial body in the kingdom. Personal experience in these under- 
takings will teach these people how little the rate of wages depends 
on any man’s will, and the views thus engendered will spread slowly 
and surely. I cannot but regard co-operation as a cure for those 
lamentable conflicts between capital and labour in which both are 
always losers, and the country with them. If it will not prove a sure 
panacea for pauperism, it will, at any rate, remove so many from that 
vortex as may be counted upon its own rolls. 


NATIONAL SPORTS. 


A GROWING fancy that Zambesi may be the Merry horse, after all, 
has brought the black, or “ Mat’s black,” to 9 tol for the Two 
Thousand ; but Chattanooga, one of the most bloodlike yearlings that 
was ever sold at the Royal paddocks, is sadly out of favour for both 
events. Some say that his action won't do; and others, that he is 
an incipient roarer. Admirers of Pepper's Ghost, “a name which will 
never win a Derby,” can be accommodated at 1000 to 74, if they wish to 
speculate on this “ viewless form of air ;” and among the “ sensation ” 
turf news of the day we find the names of the three banks through 
which Mr. Chaplin’s £11,000 cheque for Breadalbane and Broomielaw 
to Mr. Anson. Our forefathers used to speak with rapture of 
“the stain of old Prunella,” but it seems as nothing now to the stains 
of Pocahontas and Queen Mary combined. 
The first foal to King of the Forest was dropped at Mamhead last 
week. Buccaneer’s subscription is full ;.and Thormanby’s, Dundee’s, 
and Chevalier d’Industrie’s nearly so, It is said that Blair Athol’s fee 
may be raised to 100 guineas next year, and that Mr. Jackson has 
only kept one subscription out of the thirty of this season for himself. 

y Clifden has been passed over in consequence of being, like him, 

from a Melbourne dam, and the choice falls on Tunstall Maid. Those who 
have seen the crack in his box declare that he still retains that inveterate 
trick of gaping in which he stood and indulged for minutes at the Derby 
post till the other horses were done with false starts and “Snowdon 
called upon him for something more tangible.” Myrtilus, Stockman, 
Cistercian, Lord in Waiting, Bayonet, Jack Frost, Operator, and 
Fanfaron are among the lot of sires which Mr. Phillips is collecting 
for India, Surplice has reached Hasketon ; and it can be said of few 
horses, as of him, that, out of 150 foals, about sixty-six are winners, 
with stayers like Wild Rose and flyers like Lady Clifden among them.

It 
is rumoured that Caller Ou is to leave the turf ; and, if so, in the words 
of Mr. Pecksn ff, “To Owners and Trainers, an eligible opportunity 
offers itself to anyone” who has a horse good enough for Queen's 
Plates, of which she has won twenty-nine—being three more than 
Fisherman and eight more than Rataplan. 

The Grand National Hunt Steeplechase, which came off with such 
éclat at Melton last year, has had its venue changed to Wetherby, on 
March 29, His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales and twenty-five 
noblemen are among the seventy subscribers, and £250 will be added. 
The meeting will most probably occupy two days, and the town 
announces that it “can accommodate any number of horses.” 

The weights for several of the great handicaps have been published.

SHOOTING. 

THERE aré few periods of the year looked forward to with more 
pleasure than the commencement of the shooting season, and when on 
the Ist of February the last barrel is fired, the sportsman feels with 
regret that six months must elapse before he can renew his favourite 
pursuit. Delightful as is the spring, with its birds and flowers, he 
sighs for that golden day in September when, with health and 
strength, a cloudless sky, bright verdure, shady hedgerows, an 
agreeable companion, a gun, a brace of pointers, he can with fresh- 
ness and elasticity of spirits enjoy a morning walk through an exten- 
sive range of stubble and turnips, with every prospect of bringing 
home a well-filled bag. Nothing has undergone a greater change 
than the entire system of shooting, and the modern battue is as un- 
like the old sport as one of Landseer’s dogs is to the sign of a grey- 
hound at a wayside public-house. The hours, too, have been greatly 
altered ; and, instead of taking the field at sunrise, the modern lover 
of the trigger seldom begins operations before ten or eleven o'clock, 
thus carrying on the sport after dusk. 

The question as to which is the best gun—the breech or muzzle 
loader—has, we think, been decided in favour of the former; and 
there can be but little doubt that for quickness in charging, especially 
on acold, frosty morning, the breech-loader possesses a great advan- 
tage over the other. The only drawback to the modern invention is, 
perhaps, the large quantity of cartridges with which the sportsman 
must provide himself, and which cannot be procured except in large 
towns; whereas powder and shot may be purchased at any small 
village or from the gamekeeper on the spot. Nevertheless, the 
advan preponderate over the disadvantages; andere long we 
Believe that breech-loaders will be universally adopted. 

As we write for the million ; for old, middle-aged, and young ; for 
the experienced sportsman, who, during a long life, has bagged his 
thousands of grouse, pheasants, partridges, hares, woodc« wild- 
fowl, snipes, and rabbits ; and for the tyro, who, during his winter holi- 
days, has brought down a few blackbirds and sparrows, we will 
venture to offer a few remarks upon a subject which has lately 
attracted much attention—namely, accidents out shooting. Want of 
due caution and thorough carelessness in the management of firearms 
have been the means of so many fatal results, that we cannot wo 
forcibly impress upon the minds of our readers the necessity of fol- 
lowing the annexed golden rules, which ought to be printed and 
hung up in every sportsman’s hall throughout the United Kingdom :— 
ist. “ Any person loading a gun, carrying, or leaving it loaded in the 
house, will be subject to a penalty of five pounds, to be distributed 
among the poor of the parish!” How often has some unsuspecting 
urchin or inquisitive housemaid maimed or caused the death of a 
fellow-creature by handling loaded guns in an incautious manner 

2nd. “Never allow the lock of a detonator to be down «pon 
the nipple when capped.” 4 man might almost as wel t 
on a barrel of gunpowder, with a lighted cigar or short clay pipe 
in his mouth, as walk with a comrade who carries his gun io 
the above manner, as the least jerk, the slightest strain, an accidental 
stumble, a sudden movement, will cause the piece to go off, and woe to 
the wretched victim who happens to be within the line of fire. We 
recollect, many winters ago, crossing the entrance-hall at Goodwood 
with a brother of the late Marquis of Anglesey—now no more—who 
was carrying his double-barrelled manton in the way we have referred 
to. Scarcely had he proceeded three yards when an explosion was 
heard, closely followed by another, the charges of shot rattling over 
the marble paven eat in every direction. Never shall we forget the 
effect produced upon our mind by this double fire. Happily, no damage 
was done, as the gun was pointed downwards. Had the young covey 
of beautiful children, now grown into womanhood and manhood, run 
out to welcome us back from shooting, as they were wont to do, the 
result might have been most calamitous. 

In covert, the very greatest care ought to be taken, or a friend«r 
keeper may be bagged instead of your game, a consummation not 
“devoutly to be wished.” The owner should give especial orders, 
and see that they are obeyed, for the line of guns and beaters to 
advance in strict military order, dressing on the centre; for 
a man in advance or a straggler in the rear runs a fair 
chance of being shot. In halting to load, the word “halt” 












should be given in a loud, distinct tone, and it ought to be 
repeated by the keepers. “Forward” is the order for renewing the 
attack. Special injunctions should be issued to the whole force never 


to run forward or backward for a dead or wounded hare, rabbit, or 
pheasant ; for in attempting to recover your game the life of the 
seeker may be sacrificed. I never shall forget, some years 

when shooting with the late Sir East Clayton East, at 
Hall Place, Berkshire, how nearly I shot a lad who, upon my 
knocking over a hare, ran to secure it. My gun was raised 
to fire at a rabbit, right in the direction of the boy, when 
fortunately, I had time to avert the calamity. 

Lastly, “ Never, under any circumstances, whether your gan be 
cocked or uncocked, in cover or out of it, in getting through a fence or 
crossing @ brook, let the muzzle be so pointed that, in the event of 
its going off unexpectedly, any mischief would accrue.” 

© the above important points of advice, we would add two of a 
minor nature, which may be of great avail to the beginner—viz., firct, 
to take ample time and aim at the head, allowing a moderate advance 
for the bird's flight, which is at first very rapid; secondly, never to 
draw the trigger until the bird is full thirty yards’ distance from you, 
as, in the event of your killing, or rather “blowing him up,” you 
will assuredly spoil him for “ dressing,” and will most likely get a good 
“ dressing” and “ blowing up” for your unsportsman-like conduct. 

In conclusion, we shall briefly notice the sportsman’s costume, 
which, like other fashions, has undergone considerable change since 
the days of our grandfathers. We no longer have our legs encased 
in stiff leather gaiters, or our feet and cakes cramped with half- 
boots, the buttoning, buckling, and lacing of which occupied no small 
portion of the morning toilet ; our shooting-jackets no longer contain 
the oilskin-lined hare-pocket, which was as capacious as that of the 
clown in the Christmas pantomimes, and the scent of which in the 
breakfast-room was strong enongh to bunt a k of beagles with. 
Powder no lon streams down upon our dark velveteen jacket, 
as was the case in the time of our ancestors. Ease and comfort in 
dress are the characteristics of the present day, and ought to be 
the primary object of the shooter, whom we strenuously recommend 
to employ a first-rate tailor, trousers-cutter, and bootmaker; and, 
above all, to avoid the ready-made articles commonly called “ reach- 
me-downs,” which are to be seen in the windows of the advertising 
crew. Look at the discomfort of ill-shapen, badly-made mB & 
man may as wel! be in the stocks as have his body confined, his chest 
contracted, his arms pinioned down straight-waistcoat fashion: and 
such will be the inevitable resu)t to those who purchase c “goods "— 
if such a term can be applied to the worst of articles. e therefore 
fearlessly assert that, in the long run, both for comfort and economy, 
the plan we have suggested will succeed. 

For August shooting we recommend jacket, waistcoat, and trousers 
of heather-colour tweed, a broad-brimmed straw hat or drab “ wide- 
awake,” and a pair of strong, easy, short wellington boots, doubly 
leathered over the toes, For SK ctemsber, when

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THE BURNING OF THE SURREY THEATRE. 
Tue Surrey Theatre, 
little before midnight on Monday last. The “ gorgeous pantomime of 
‘Harlequin King Pippin ’” was being played, as usual ; it was drawing 
to a conclusion, about twenty minutes before twelve o'clock, and the 
stage carpenters were just setting up the last scene, entitled “‘ The 
Investigation Retreat in the Forest of Fancy.” At this junc- 
ture, the Clown, announced in the playbills “the great 
t ‘ perform in a comic scene, “ The 
in the Region of Despair,” where one of 
of drollery was to play a huge trombone. He was 
just beginning his solo on this musical instrument, when he cast his 
eyes upwards and saw the flames and smoke burst through the lath- 
and-canvas dome above the chandelier. Taking his bucket of water 
with him, and hastily inviting his old stage companion, Pantaloon 
(Mr. Evans), follow, Mr. Rowella hurried from the stage 
and up a small staircase or ladder leading aloft. Mr. Green, 
the stage a this moment came upon the stage, and, 
fearing things, that there would be a panic and a 
rush to the . begged the spectators to “keep their seats,” 
adding the 1ce that he and his a ants would do all they 
could to avert danger. ‘The audience, which was fortunately not very 
numerous, soon versed, and nobody was hurt Meantime, the 
Clown made his way, pail in hand, up stairs to the floor of the work- 
shops, directly above the pit of the theatre. He found this floor on 
in many places with the heaps of dry chips and sawdust which 
had accumulated between the planks of the flooring and the 
ceiling beneath it, which consisted of, light timber and painted 
canvas. As it was useless to think of extinguishing the fire here, 
Mr. Rowella descended, and at the same instant Mr. Hinkley, the 
gas-engineer, turned off the gas at the main, to prevent an explosion. 
This measure left all behind the scenes in total darkness, and the 
ballet-girls and other females of the company were of course mee | 
alarmed. It happened that M. Chapino’s juvenile troupe were dressed, 
ready to take part n the last scene. The master carpenter, Mr. Vokes, 
at once collected the children together in their stage dresses, and, with 
d their heads, conveyed them safely into the street, and 
pe ver to his own house on the opposite side of the road. 
Mr. rella, the clown; Mr. Evans, the pantaloon ; and Mr. Vivian, 
the sprite ; with the stage manager, exerted themselves to help the 
est of the company to make their escape. By this time the ceiling 
was broken through, and flakes of burning canvas were falling in a 
tery shewer over the pit and gallery. In another minute a great sweep 
of flame licked up the curtain, which seemed to disappear before it, and, 
pouring over the stage, flies, wings, and flats, they were set fire to in- 
stantaneously, and the whole theatre—gallery, boxes, roof, and stage— 
became one mass of bright flame. So rapid was the spread of the fire 
that not a single thing was saved in the way of properties; not an 
article of dress belonging to the company; nothing but the money in 
the treasurer's office. 
spoken of, the loss of life behind the scenes would almost certainly 
have been terrible. Even as it was they had little more than time to 
save themselves, and they got out at last grimed with smoke and 
in the dresses in which they had been performing, not 
having had an instant’s opportunity to get even a coat or cloak for 
themselves. The theatre was soon all ablaze from top to bottom, and 
the fierce glare of flame lit up the sky half over London, There were 
f and plenty of police early on the spot; but all the 
ind engines were fruitless to save the building, and, 
check the spread of the flames to other houses. 
1e case of the theatre was hopeless, and in less than 
‘ ter the first alarm it had ceased to exist. 
lhe first Surrey Theatre, originally called the 
; was built, in 1782, by Charles Dibdin, the poet. It was 
erwards called the Boyal Circus, and kept almost entirely for 
1ances. In 1805 it was burnt, like its successor of 
course of little n than an hour. The late 
by Cabanel in 1806, and among its lessees were 
Thomas Dibdin, and on the boards of this theatre 
kstone made his first bow to the public. The celebrated 
John Palmer was acting manager in 1790, when he was living within 
the rules of the Queen’s h, and this engagement led to the 
abridgment by Lord Chief Ji 
in Surrey, by excluding al -houses and places of amusement 
from the rules. ‘The lessees of the late theatre, Messrs. Shepherd and 
Anderson, are, of course, great sufferers by the fire. Mr. Shepherd 
timates the value of the theatre and its contents at about £12,000, and 
the insurance effected upon it, owing to the heavy duty charged upon 
property of this description, was little more than £2000, thus entailing a 
heavy direct loss on the lessees. The loss will be much heavier when 
the sacrifice of a season in the height of its prosperity is taken into 
account. Mr. Shepherd, however, is a man of energy, and, undaunted 
by his misfortune, is already talking of his intention to build a new 
splendid theatre upon the site of the late building. Much sym- 
pathy is felt for the numerons actors, supernumeraries, scene-shifters, 
and workpeople, who are thrown out of employment; and it 
intended to give a series of performances at the other London theatres 
for the benefit of these unfortunate people. 
jith regard to the cause of the fire, the most experienced firemen, 
ving carefully examined the ruins, believe that it originated from 
the accidental overheating of the chandelier, and that the heat, being 
drawn up by the strong current of air ascending up the shaft down 
which the chandelier was suspended, caused the ignition of the ceiling, 
which in its turn communicated the flame to the mass of combustible 
materials in the painters’ and carpenters’ workshops, filled at th 
time with a large quantity of new scenery. The appearance 
of the ruins on Tuesday morning is shown in our Dlustration. Out- 
side the building might be seen the front wall, the only portion left 
standing, with the windows all blank and empty ; and there were the 
slight arched roofs of corrugated iron, erected for shelter in front of 
the doors, uninjured; but within there was not a rod of iroa that 
kept its place, not a beam that was not reduced to a mere stick of 
charcoal. Those that had been the main supports of the boxes and 
gallery, and had stretched across the theatre, now hung on each 
side like blackened frameworks that could never have been designed 
to bear a man’s weight.

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OPENING OF THE GERMAN GYMNASTIC INSTITUTION, 
OLD 8T. PANCRAS-ROAD. 

Tue German Gymnastic Society of London was formed in 1861. It 
started with 170 members, and has gone on increasing till at the pre- 
sent time it counts over 500. In consequence of this great increase, 
it was deemed expedient to erect a gymnasium larger than the 
original one. A foundation fund was formed, and, being liberally 
subscribed to, the council, at the commencement of last year, found 
themselves in a position to decide upon building a new gymnasium. 
A site in Stainton-terrace, Old St. Pancras-road, was selected, and 
a lease of ninety-four years granted, at the annual rental of 
£42. The building was designed Mr. Edward Griining; and in 
May last the first stone was formally laid, in the presence of a large 
number of friends. The building is admirably adapted to the 

poses for which it has been built. it comprises a large central 

120 ft. long by 80 ft. wide, and 60 ft. in height, fitted with all the 
n apparatus, including a structure for escalading exercises, 
and is surrounded by a capacious gallery ; a club-room, 64 ft. by 35 ft. ; 
a fine reading-room, and a library containing some some ninety works 
on bodily exercises and 300 miscellaneous books. Messrs. Triibner, 
of Paternoster-row, have presented the society with upwards of fifty 
volumes of valuable works. The building will cost £6000; but, when 
completed with fittings and a us, it is estimated that the entire 
outlay will be about £8500, including £1400 for paying off an im- 
proved ground-rent. The opening of the new building took place 
on Saturday week, when above two thousand persons were 
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wesent. The proceedings began with an appropriate address by | 
Mr A. Heintzmann, the president of the society. This was followed 
by a cantata written by Mr. G. Winter, composed by M. Julius 
Cyriax, and executed in admirable style by members of the German 
singing societies. A series of gymnastic exercises were subsequently 
gone through by some of the principal members of the society, and a 
short concert brought the public entertainments of the evening to a 
close. 

Some 300 members, presided over by Mr. Ravenstein, the honorary 
secretary, afterwards partook of a supper in the club-room. Our 
Illustration represents one of the gymnastic exercises performed by 
all the members together, imitating the movements of the fugleman 
on the platform. 








THE FORTRESS OF DALIMKOTE, TIN BHOOTAN, 


THe fortress of Dalimkote, which was captured, on Dec, 6, by a 
detachment of the force under Brigadier-General Durnsford, com- 
manding the left wing of our army in the expedition against Bhootan, 
is situated on the top of a steep and lofty rock, almost surrounded by 
the forest which afforded covert to the enemy's marksmen as our 
troops came up to the assault. We gave some account of the capture 
of this place last week. Our present Illustration is a view of the 
fortress, from a sketch with which an officer has favoured us, and 
which gives a good idea of the aspect of Dalimkote. 





MUSIC. 


A successful novelty has been produced at Her Majesty's 
Theatre—*“ Lara,” an opera, in three acts, by M. Maillart, a young 
Parisian composer, whom this piece has suddenly raised into notice. 
It was brought out at the Opéra Comique, in March last, and has 
been performed almost without intermission from that time to this. 
The libretto is by Messrs, Cormon and Michael Carré, dramatists well 
known to the Parisian public ; and the English version is from the 
practised pen of Mr. John Oxenford. Mr. Harrison has spared neither 
pains nor cost in bringing it before the London public, and his 
exertions have had their well-merited reward. The first performance, 
on Tuesday last, was received with the warmest applause; and the 
piece, we think, must assuredly have a long and profitable run. The 
drama is in some degree founded on Lord Byron’s two poems, “ The 
Corsair,” and its sequel, “ Lara.” The hero of these poems is also the | 
hero of this musical piece, the heroine, too, being Byron’s Gulnare. 
But, beyond this, there is very little in common between the poems 
and the newopera. Except the above two, all the characters are creations 
of the dramatists’ fancy, and the whole plot and incidents are of their 
invention, But, bating some obscurities of construction, which render 
the story somewhat difficult to follow, the drama is interesting, and a 
good vehicle for musical effect and expression. Lara, the son of a 
Spanish nobleman, has been wild in his youth, left his paternal home, 
and disappeared for several years. The old man has died of grief for 
the conduct of his son, and his ancestral halls are shut up and 
deserted, Camilla, Countess de Flor, the next heirafter the absent Lara, 
arrives to take possession of the estate and to choose a husband whom 
the King is to invest with the name and title of the houseof Lara. At the 
same time the long-lost heir suddenly makes his appearance, and is joy- 
fully welcomed by the aged domestic left in charge of the castle and 
the other dependents of the family. Lara and his cousin Camilla had 
formerly been betrothed lovers ; now that they meet again their old 
love is revived and their union seems a matter of course, But Lara 
is attended by a Moorish boy—Gulnare in disguise—who, witnessing 
the mutual passion of the betrothed pair, becomes a prey to the 
pangs of vindictive jealousy. Camilla has another lover, Ezzellin, 
who hates his rival, and to him the jealous Gulnare 
betrays Lara’s secret—his lawless career as a corsair. The Countess 
has declared her acceptance of Lara as her husband, when, in the 
midst of the joyous festivities of such an occasion, Ezzellin publicly 
denounces Lara as an impostor. Lara, after a struggle, resolves that 
his father’s honoured name shall not be stained by falsehood, admits 
that he is Conrad the Corsair, and leaves it to be inferred that he is 
a usurper of his name and title. He determines to leave his native 
land for ever, and departs, accompanied. by Gulnare and his old and 
faithful servant. The construction of this story is liable to very 
obvious criticism. The dénoiment is singularly flat and un- 
satisfactory, and the way in which the audience are informed of 
Lara’s previous corsair life is a clumsy device. He dreams a dream 
of one of his piratical exploits, and this dream is represented by a 
melodramatic spectacle. But, notwithstanding these and other faults, 
the piece is, on the whole, striking and interesting. Of course the 
gloom of the subject is relieved by lighter matter. There is a comic pair 
of rustic lovers ; andthe aged servant Lambro is, in some respects, a sort 
of Caleb Balderston. These characters are pleasant in themselves, and 
happily introduced, as they blend well with the serious business of the 
stage. The music is a very favourable specimen of the modern French 
school, It is thoroughly national, and reminds us very agreeably of 
Auber. The concerted pieces are skilfully constructed, and full of 
action and animation. he airs are melodious and expressive, and 
the instrumentation is often delicious, though occasionally too bruyant, 
owing to the fault too frequent on the French stage—the over-use of 
the brass band. One of the songs, a little Arab melody, is sufficient 
of itself to make the fortune of the opera. Miss Louisa Pyne sung it 
so exquisitely, and with such passionate expression, that it raised 
quite a tumult of excitement. The audience not only called, with 
acclamations, for its ———, but evidently wished to Roo it a third 
time. Miss Pyne’s whole performance of Guinare was admirable, 
and displayed her dramatic and vocal talents in their highest 
lustre. Mr. Swift gained a triumph in the character of the 
hero. His action was free and manly, and his fine tenor 
voice has probably never been heard to ter advantage. 
The character of Camilla was sustained by Miss Romer, who 
This young lady, in addition to

a fine person and pleasing manner, has a pure soprano voice, of 
admirable quality, and uses it like an excellent artist. She often 
reminded us of her celebrated relative, who was long the prima donna 
of the English musical — The other principal characters were 
performed by Mr. Honey, Mr. Renwick, Mr. Terrott, Miss Cotterell, 
and Mdme. Burrington, all of whom contributed to the success of 
the piece. 

The Monday Popular Concert of this week derived a peculiar 
attraction from the first appearance this season of Mdme. Arabella 
Goddard. She received a most hearty welcome, and her performances 
were applauded with the usual enthusiasm. She played Dussek’s 
sonata, “ L."Invocation,” one of the finest compositions of that great 
old master, whose works, by-the-way, our fair pianist has been mainly 
instrumental in rescuing from oblivion. She also played the piano- 
forte part of Mendelssohn’s trio in D minor, the other parts 
being played by Herr Straus and M. Daubert. The other instru- 
mental pieces were Spohr’s quintet in G major, and Haydn's quartet 
in C, op. 83, Beethoven's inimitable “Adelaide” was beautifully 
sung by Mr, Cummings.

however, served to dispel these doubts. Miss Bateman invested the 
character with a girlish simplicity which made it interesting, though 
not entirely according to the idea of the author. Julia, it should be 
recollected, has been peculiarly educated, and has a knowledge of 
topics not usual with girls of her age. Her intellectual 
precocity is apparent in every speech she utters, and scarcel 
comports with the air of puzzled apprehension which the 
young actress has thought fit to assume. The same notion is 
carried,on in the second act, and lends the supposition of inexperience 
as an excuse for the conduct which alienates Sir Thomas Clifford. 
The remainder of the part was performed in that level manner which 
distinguishes so many American performers that it may be, perhaps, 
accepted as a national characteristic. For the most part, it avoids the 
points usually made by English artistes, and seeks others in weaker 
portions of the dialogue, but nowhere rising into those mani- 
festations of power that thrill and electrify an audience. Taste 
and judgment are shown, rather than genius. The part of Master 
Walter was sustained by Mr. Swinburne with much ability and 
care; nevert! s, it looked too juvenile, and certainly wanted 
weight. On the other hand, Mr. Jordan is too heavy an actor for 
Sir Thomas Clifford. Mr. Billington was excellent in Modus: and 
Miss Henrietta Simms, as Helen, exerted herself so successfully that, 
in her great scene with her bookish lover, she commanded the uni- 
versal and repeated applause of the house, It was undoubtedly the 
great triumph of the evening. Mr. Toole, as Fathom, was exceedingly 
humorous ; and was well assisted by Mr. Romer as Thomas. The 
play was well mounted with scenery and costumes ; and, altogether, 
receives so much of novel illustration from the new cast to which it 
has been subjected, that, if only on that account, the revival should 
secure public attention for a considerable period. Though the merits 
of the performers are for the most part chiefly negative, yet it is very 
evenly played, and the mere attempt at introducing this class of play 
to these boards is deserving of encouragement. 

Among the plays at the East-End that are great favourites with the 
playgoers there is “The Waits; or, a Christmas-Eve "—a domest 
comedy, in four acts, which, whenever it is performed, proves 
especially attractive. This interesting drama was revived, with new 
scenery, on Saturday, at the Standard, when the foundling hero, Little 
Joe, was impersonated by Miss Marian Lacy with her usual cleverness

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 

Professor Tyndall began his fourth lecture “ On Electricity,” 
on Thursday, the 26th ult. with remarks upon 
employed for the day’s experiments, its peculiarity consisting in 
being made of vulcanised indiarubber (or ebonite), instead of glass, 
it was more available in damp weather. After explaining the acti 
electric condenser and discharger, based upon induction and conduction, 
proceeded to unfold the philosophy involved in the Leyden jar or phial, t 
phenomena of which were observed accidentally by Kleist when endeavouri: 
to electrify water in a bottle by means of a nail in the cork, and which was cor 
structed and explained by Cunszus and Muschenbroek, of Leyden, about t! 
middle of the seventeenth century. The present form of this apparatus was 
shown to consist of a glass jar with a wide mouth, about four fifths of the 
outside and inside being coated with tinfoil, and the glass above it covered 
with shellac. A metallic rod, terminating in a ball, descended into the 
and touched the bottom, and the outside coating was connected 
earth by means of a conductor. When the ball was connected wit 
the electric machine in action, the inner coating was charged wit 
positive electricity and the outer (by induction) with negative. When t! 
connection with the machine was broken, the charge remained ; and when 
communication was made between the ball and outside, the two 
electricities combined with a luminous spark. It was stated that so much 
electricity could be stored up in the Leyden jar as to fracture the glass by th: 
violence of the induction. Among other experiments, Dr. Tyndall so placed 
himself and his assistant that one should represent the outer and the othe 
the inner coating of the jar. When they joined hands the spark produced 
ignited an explosive powder. Dr. Tyndall then, by a series of Leyden jars, 
exhibited Franklin's cascade battery, and also explained and put in action the 
ebonite exploder, made by Messrs, Elliott, whereby 150 fusees may be fired 
successively, and which combines the electric machine with the principle of 
the Leyden jar. He then exemplified the rapidity of the electric discharge by 
sending it through gunpowder, which was merely driven aside, and ignition 
took place only when the discharge was retarded. The lecture was concluded 
with brilliant exhibitions of the electric discharge, the most remarkable being 
the colours assumed by it when sent through vacuum tubes containing minute 
remains of mercury vapour or air. The beautiful colours of the aurora 
boreales were attributed to a similar cau<e. 


General Sir Henry Rawlinson gave the Friday evening 
discourse on the 27th ult., his subject being “ The Results of Cuneiform Dis- 
covery to the Present Time.” He began by stating that now there was no 
need to defend the studentsof cuneiform inscriptions from the charge of being 
either visionaries or impostors, the impertance of their pursuits being recog 
nised by high authorities in Britain and on the Continent. He then referred 
to recent discoveries of bilingual inscriptions, which satisfactorily proved the 
correctness of the method adopted in irterpreting the characters; and stated 
that Mr. Taylor, by means of one of these inscriptions, had been led to the 
discovery of ancient figures and tablets of the time of Tiglath-Pileser (about 
B.C. 1110) and others, on the banks of a branch of the Tigris. He admitted, 
however, that there still existed great danger in too enthusiastic students 
giving way to mere conjecture, giving, as an instance, the erroneous sup 
position that Birs Nimroud was the Tower of Babel. He believed that the 
inscription on which this opinion was based signified rather “‘ the tower of the 
chief” than “the tower of the dispersion.” The “tower of the planets” 
there he discovered to have been built by Nebuchadnezzar. He then pro- 
ceeded to give a hasty sketch of the chrenological results derived from the 
cuneiform inscriptions. In them found no trace of the Deluge, 
the Dispersion, or of any event prior to the time of Abraham, 
when a notice is discovered of “ Kudur, the conqueror of Syria,” 
probably the Chedorlaomer of Genesis xiv. But Sir Henry referred expecially 
to a chronological “ canon,’ comprising the Assyrian history from 901 to 
640 B.c., and which is the oldest document of the kind in existence. This 
table was found to synchronise with Scripture history, and various dates have 
been thereby verified or corrected. In this canon reference is also made to 
King Esarhaddon employing Greek artificers from Cyprus, to the Assyrian 
invasion of Lydia during the reign of Gyges, and to Pharaoh Necho, and other 
Egyptian monarchs. The lecture was concluded by the reading of a few most 
amusing translations selected from the 20,000 fragments in the British 
Museum, which include marriage settlements, leases, title-deeds, deeds of salc 
of slaves, houses, lands, and cattle, &c., grammatical lists, vocabularies of 
natural history, appeals and petitions to the Sovereign, astronomical observ - 
ations, agricultural treatises, and reports of the governors of provinces, and 
even a species of visiting-card—all tending to invite attention to these old- 
world treasures, as giving us so clear an insight into the social and political 
life of the Assyrian nation, which may justly claim to be the progenitors of 
European civilisation, Sir Henry Holland, Bart., F.R.S., vice-president, was 
in the chair. 

“ On 


Professor Marshall's second lecture the Nervous 
System,” given on Saturday last, was devoted to the consideration of the 
structure, composition, and properties of nerve, aided by coloured diagrams, 
models, apparatus, and preparations. ‘The micr (he said) shows nerve 
substance to be composed of very minute cells and tubular fibres, with pro- 
cesses issuing from them ; the structural arrang tr bli a candle 
placed in a tube of glass, which represented the protecting sheath, the 
medullary substance, and the essential central axis, mding to the 
conducting wire in the submarine electric cable. Chemical analysis has 
shown the nerves to consist of about 80 per cent of water, the remainder being 
fatty matter (the medullary substance) and albumen (the central axis), with 
a little phosphorus. The physical properties of nervous substance evidence 
great aggre to its important purpose, being softness, flexibility, slight 
extensibility, and permeability. Its vital properties are development and 
growth, waste by use, renewal by nutrition, and repair after injury. Besides 
these, nerves possess the faculties of excitability, conductility, receptivity of 
impressions from without and within, action, and reaction. The researche= 
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| of electricians, made with very delicate galvanometers, have proved the ex- 


istence in living nerve substance of static currents, and of ana and cata 
electro tonic states, which (the Professor said) were quite sufficient, in his 
opinion, to account for the wondrous phenomena of nervous function, without 
having recourse to the old supposition of a distinct “ vie nervosa,” or peculiar 
nervous force. 


Professor Tyndall began his fifth lecture, on Tuesday last, 
with further remarks on the distinction between attraction and repulsion 
and induction. He then exhibited the phenomenon termed Lichtenberg’s 
figures, produced by sprinkling powders diversely electrified over a plate of 
resin. By means of the unit-jar, he showed how the quantity of an electric 
charge may be measured. A powerful Leyden battery was formed by connect- 
ing fifteen jars ; and successive charges of this battery were employed in per 
forming a number of brilliant experiments, including the deflagration of 
platinum and silver wire,&c. Dr. Tyndall also showed how the primary 
electric current in a wire can excite a secondary current in an adjacent wire, 
which also can excite a tertiary, by which aleoa fourth may he produced. In 
illustration of this, wire was fused by a secondary, and gun-cotton burnt by 
a tertiary, current. The rapidity of the pasenge of the electric discharge was 
illustrated, and stated to be swifter than light, being above 200,000 miles per 
second. Examples of the disruptive power of the electric discharge were ex 
hibited in the cases of rent trees, &c.

FRANCES ANNE MARCHIONESS OF LONDONDERRY.

Frances Tempest, of 
the Tempests of Sherburne and Wynyard, and who died in 1813, leaving his 
extensive and very valuable estates as the inheritance of his only child, whose 
death we are recording. Lady Londonderry’s mother, Anne Catherine M‘Don- 
nell, Countess of Antrim, was a descendant of the Lords of the Isles, and, as she 
was a Peeress in her own right, her daughter bore from her birth the courtesy 
title of Lady Frances Anne Vane. As such, she became, April 3, 1819, the se- 
cond wife of Charles William Lord Stewart, G.C.B., afterwards third Marquis of 
Londonderry, K.G. Of the marriage there was issuie three sons and four daugh- 
ters—viz., George Henry Robert Charles William Earl Vane, born April 26, 1821; 
who married, in Aug., 1846, Mary Cornelia, only daughter of the late Sir John 
Edwards, Bart. ; Lord Adolphus F. C. W. Vane Tempest, born July 2, 1823 
(who died in June last year), married to Lady Susan, only daughter of the 
late Duke of Newcastle; Lord Ernest, born Feb. 29, 1836 ; Lady Frances Anne 
Emily, born April 15, 1822, married to the Duke of ‘Marlborough ; Lady 
Alexandrina Octavia Maria, born July 29, 1823, married to the Earl of 
Portarlington ; Lady Hyacinthe, who died an infant; and Lady Adelaide 
Emelina Caroline, born Jan. 31, 1830, and married to the Rev. Francis Henry 
Law, Vicar of Lullington, Derbyshire. The late Marchioness of Londonderry 
during the lifetime of her husband occupied a prominent position in fashion- 
able society. The princely hospitalities of Holdernesse House during the 
London season, and the autumnal festivities at Wynyard Park, Durham, were 
unsurpassed in liberality by any other family of distinction in the kingdom. 
Her Ladyship was also many years one of the influential patronesses of the 
balls at Almack’s. Since the death of her gallant husband, in March, 1854, 
the Marchioness of Londonderry devoted the chief portiun of her attention to 
the improvement of her extensive estates in the north of England and in 
Ireland, and to promoting the welfare of those resident on her property, as 
well as the education of their families. 





VISCOUNTESS HAWARDEN. 

Clementina Elphinstone, wife of Cornwallis, present Viscount Hawarden, 
died at the family residence in Prince’s-gardens, on the 19th ult., after a 
short illness. Her Ladyship was the eldest daughter and coheiress of the late 
Admiral the Hon. Charles Elphinstone-Fleming, M.P.; and, through her 
great-grandmother, Lady Clementina Fleming, wife of Charles, tenth Lord 
Elphinstone, was senior representative and heiress general of the great 
houses of Fleming, Earl of Wigton; Keith, Ear] Marischal ; and Drummond, 
Earl of Perth. She married, March 22, 1845, the present Viscount Hawarden 
then the Hon. Captain Maude), by whom she leaves issue a numerous and 
ithful family. The deceased Viscountess was in her forty-third year. 





SIR FRANCIS DIGBY LEGARD, BART. 
This Baronet died, at Madeira, at the early age of thirty-one, on the 5th ult. 
He was the eldest son of the late Sir Thomas 
Digby Legard, eighth Baronet, of Ganton, in the 
county of York, by the Hon. Frances Duncombe, 
his wife, daughter of Charles, Lord Feversham, 
and succeeded, at the death of his father, De- 
cem ber, 1860, to a baronetcy which dates from the 
restoration of King Charles Il., and to the 
representation of a Yorkshire family, which was 
of ancient Norman lineage. The Christian name 
of Digby, so constantly borne by the Legards, 
was derived from the marriage of Sir Thomas, 
the fourth Baronet, with Frances, daughter and 
coheiress of John Digby, Esq., M.P., a lineal 
descendant of the Digbys of Coleshill.

Mr. Neilson, of Qneenshill, who died recently, was a distinguished man, 
having played an important part in the indust: al h of Great Britain, as 
well as of other nations, during the last half century. @ was the inventor of 
the hot-blast, a discovery of great merit, which has revolutionised the iron 
trade and added largely to the sources of wealth and happiness throughout the 
world, The west of Scotland has vially benefited from the stimulus which 
the invention has given to the development of its mineral treasures during th« 
last thirty-five years. Even oulape Mr. Neilson's patent expired, in 1842, the 
process had become genera) in all the iron-producing districts of Europe and 
America, and was even practised in India.

SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 

Mr. Alexander Herschel, with the help of Mr. Browning, the 
maker of the Kew instrument, has produced a new spectroscope, possessing 
great power and excellent definition for direct vision, being composed of only 
two prisms of dense flint glass. We are informed that this instrument, 
although not yet fitted for stellar analyses, may be made quite equal to 
Steinheil’s, With a magnifying power of five only, the dark lines of the 
spectrum are seen with great distinctr.ess and in extraordinary numbers. 


A portion of. Dr. Wm. Rutherford’s thesis on the esophagus 
(or gullet) of ruminant animals, for which he received a gold medal from the 
University of Edinburgh, appears in the new number of the Journal of thx 
Linnean Society, illustrated by a plate and woodcuts. The muscular construc- 
tion of this organ is described as consisting of two layers of fibres running in 
an oblique direction, crossing each other like the letter X, and adapted by re- 
markable and beantiful arrangements for the rapid transmiggion of food to 
the stomach, and giving greater strength than is required by man. 


Dr. A. Carte, in a contribution to the Dublin Geological 
Society, has endeavoured to demonstrate the early exietence of the Polar bear 
in Ireland. He described some bones discovered at Lough Gar, in Limerick 
bearing characteristic evidence of close affinity, if not identity, with thoce of 
the Polar bear (Ursus maritimus), and therefore proposes to add totheir name 
the term “‘ subfossilis.”. The specimens to which he referred, by way of com- 
parison, were lent to him by the Earl of Enniskillen, who personally obtained 
them frcm the celebrated caves of Kiihloch and Gailenreuth, in Franconia, 


At a recent meeting of the Chemical Society Mr. G. B. 
Buckton exhibited a specimen of the mineral boussingaultite met with in the 
neighbourhoo/ of the Soffioni of Tuscany, and of which 80 per cent consists of 
sulphate of ammonia. He reported that this substance had been formed 
artificially by passing a mixture of sulphuretted hydrogen, air and steam, 
through a heated earthenware tube. The sulphuretted hydrogen was decom- 
posed, the sulphur was oxydised, and the nascent hydiogen combined with 
nitrogen, forming ammonia. 

Mr. R. H. Allnatt, to whose methods of testing for ozone we 
drew attention more than two months ago, has written to the 7imes ir 
reference to the relation between ozone and antozone. He refers to the 
existence of oxygen in a third state, as far removed from the properties of 
ordinary oxygen in one direction as ozone is in the other, and therefore anta- 
gonistic to it; and refers to the researches of Schiinbein and Faraday ir 
reference to the action of ozonide and antozonide combinations—the latter 
rendering colourless the test-papers made blue by the former. He states that, 
on Jan. 17, 18, 19, and 21, no ozone was manifested, and the test-slips pre 
viously discoloured were restored to nearly their original white. After refer- 
ring to similar phenomenon on Jan. 22, he asks, “‘ Whence this peculiar con- 
dition and these direct manifestations ? Does there exist positive atmospheric 
antozone, and have we the means of detecting it?" 


The Asteroscope, an apparatus recently exhibited at the 
Royal Institution by Messrs. Murray and Heath, is an instrument intended 
to illustrate the phenomenon called asterism seen in some specimens of mica 
and other crystals. It consists of pieces of glass on which lines are ruled with 
a diamond point 1-2000th of an inch apart. These are set in brass mouldings 
so that the lines may be placed at any desired angle. On looking at a point 
of light through this a starlike appearance was seen, the number of rays being 
always double that of the directions in which the lines were drawn. In con- 
sequence of the lines being at perfectly regular distances, each ray was 
beautifully fringed with prismatic colours, The instrument thus illustrated 
not only the phenomenon ef asterism, but also showed very beautifully the 
production of colour by interference. By using only one set of lines it 
becomes apparent that the raylike appearance was produced by a number of 
images of the luminous point (corresponding to the number of lines on the 
glass) lying close beside each other. 


Dr. Marcet’s remarks on the brine of salt meat and on the 
distribution of* albumen through muscular tissue appear in the new 
number of the Journal of the Chemical Society. He states that in November, 
1862, he began the use of Professor Graham's process of dialysis as a method 
of separating the salt from the brine of salt meat, and succeeded in obtaining, 
after periods varying from eighteen to thirty-six hours, a liquor possessing a 
strong taste of soup, dnd hardly distinguishable from soup made in the 
ordinary way. He hoped that the soup might have been found available as 
food in Lancashire, but it proved to be deficient in the crystalloid con- 
stituents and the juice of flesh—the phosphates, lactates, kreatine, and 
kreatinine which are present in the flesh, and which pass into the brine, being 
lost while the brine was being dialysed. This decision therefore nuillifies the 
sanguine hopes held out in regard to the utilisation of brine some time ago in 
popular works. Further researches led tohis combining brine with a concen - 
trated solution of chloride of zine, and thereby obtaining lactate of zinc and 
the double chloride of zinc and kreatinine and kreatine. He also was struck 
by the large proportion of albumen contained in brine. His paper contains 
details of a series of remarkable dialysing experiments on the flesh and viecera 


| of sheep, pigs, and other animals, showing how much albumen is diffused 


therein. He also describes a method of salting meat by inclosing it in 
bladders previous to plunging it into brine, thus preserving in the meat the 
phosphates, &c., which are lost in the common process, The meat so 

was found to taste well, and to be more wholesome and nutritive than meat 
salted by direct immersion in brine. 


Interesting details of the annular eclipse of the sun, on the 
50th of October last, witnessed and described by M. EB. Mouchez, near Isle St. 
Catherine, Brazil, have been laid before the Academy of Sciences at Paris, and 
printed in the Comptes Rendus, tom. 50, No.3. We select a few interesting 
facts, The day was very fine, and the four contacts were observed with great 
precision. At the first contact (at 10h. 58m.), M. Monchez perceived the 
breach made by the two great mountains of the moon, their arrival being 
distinctly marked on the notched edges of the sun's disc. At the second con- 
tact (at Oh, 48m.), when the union of the beads of the corona took place, there 
appeared two luminous traits, and a little brilliant point, separated by three 
black lines. Four seconde elapsed between the appearance of the first luminous 


} traits and the complete formation of the ring. The third contact (at Oh. 54m.)

The temperature fell rapid fay Guten the pro- 
gress of the eclipse, and it was to the consequent cooling - | the atmosphere 
that M. Mouchez attributed the ye of the fog into the upper regions of the 
air, which caused him to fear that the heavens would be completely clouded 
over. The appearance of the moon projected on the disc of the sun presented a 
singular and unexpected fact. When the two stars were perfectly concentric, 
the centre of the moon appeared very obscure ; but soon afterwards the disc 
became more and more bright, increasing tow ards the edges, This effect coased 
when the ring was broken, the disc of the moon recovering the uniformly 
obscure tint it possessed before the formation of the ring. The barometer only 
varied one millimetre.
